1 . The response of 5/30/2006 was received and considered. 

2. Claims 1-29 are pending. 



Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Group I: 

a. Species I: Fig. 21 A, directed to the user device receiving the secure container 
comparing the template, classified in class 726, subclass 17. The claims belonging to this 
embodiment are claims 6-7, 20-21 & 28. 

b. Species II: Fig. 2 IB, directed to the service provider comparing the template, 
belonging in class 726, subclass 4. The claims belonging to this embodiment are 4-5 & 
18-19. 

Group II: 

c. Species I: Fig. 19, directed to acquiring the identification certificate from an 
identification authority, classified in class 726, subclass 10. The claims belonging to this 
embodiment are claims 9 & 23. 

d. Species II: Fig. 24, directed to pre-storing the identification certificate in the 
device that performs the authentication, classified in class 726, subclass 18. The claims 
belonging to this embodiment are claims 8 & 22. 

4. The species are independent or distinct because: 
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e. Regarding Group I, Species I is directed to the embodiment where the user device 
performs the authentication, whereas Species II is directed to the embodiment where the 
service provider performs the authentication, which is mutually exclusive from Species I. 

f. Regarding Group II, Species I is directed to acquiring a certificate (stored 
elsewhere), whereas Species II is directed to storing the certificate that is to be used, 
which is mutually exclusive from Species I. 

5. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-3, 10-17, 24-27 & 29 are generic.
